UR Soveraign Lord conſidering how neceſlar 
it is for the good of the people, that High-wayes 
be made and maintained for ready and eafie Paſ- 
ſage , Travel and Traftck through the King- 
dom ; and that the care thereot which hath 
been laid upon the Juſtices of Peace , hath yet 

for the moſtpart proven ineffectual , in regard the faidsJuſtices 

have not had ſpecial Orders and Warrands for that effett. For 
remeid whereof , His Majeſty , with advice and conſent of the 

Eſtates of Parliament, Doth Appoint and Ordain the Sheriff of 

the Shire,and one of his Deputies,beingalwayes an Heretor there- 

in, and the Juſtices of Peace in each Shire, to conveen at the 
head Burgh of the Shire upon the firſt Tueſday of May yearly, 
for ordering of aye and Ferries; With powerto 
them,or major part of them that ſhall happen to conveen, to ſer 
down a particular Liſt of the High-wayes, Bridges and Ferries 
within their bounds.and to dividethe Paroches of the faids bounds 
as they lye moſt to the ſeveral High-wayes to be repaired, 
and as they may havethe moſt _ burden, aud to appoint ſuch 
of their number or other Overſeers of ſuch parts and portions 
of the ſaids High-wayes , as are moſt convenient and neareſt to
